The accompanying order of classification includes public 
lands in 24 reservoir sites in the American and Feather River Basins, 
California. The sites have been proposed for construction either by 
Federal agencies, local governments, or private companies, end have 
individual potential storage capacities ranging from 8,000 acre-feet 
to 3,000,000 acre-feet. The combined potential capacity of the group 
is around 10,000,000 acre-feet. Some of the sites might be developed 
as single-purpose units but most of them will be of the multiple- 
purpose type -—- the principal possible uses being for power develop- 
ment, irrigation, flood control, and for municipal and domestic 
purposes. 


Many of the lands are within National Forests boundaries 
and the forest lands to be withdrawn have been discussed with 
officials of that agency, who participated in the selection of 
those judged to be potentially valueble for water-power and reservoir 
purposes. The Bureau of Reclamation and the Bureau of Land Manage- 

ment were requested to give their views upon the advisability of 
meking the classification by separate memorandums dated May 6; 1949. 
They have not indicated any objection to the proposed classification. 
On May 27, 1952, & memorandum was sent to each of these bureaus 
stating that the classification order should be issued immediately 
and would be unless objection was made within ten days.

The lands in California are within potential development 
areas on the West branch Feather, Trinity, Tuolumne, and Merced 
Rivers, in that order. The Colorado lands are adjacent to the Blue 
and San Miguel Rivers, respectively. Those in Idaho are near the 
Snake River. The Oregon lands are principally near the Columbia 
River within the proposed flow line (292 feet above sea level) of 
the John Day multiple purpose development as proposed by the Army 
Engineers. Other Oregon lands are in proposed developments for the 
Calapooya, North Fork Santiam, McKenzie, Middle Santiam, and 
Deschutes Rivers. The Washington lands are along the Columbia River 
with the exception of the small lot in T. 39 N., 8. 33 E., which is 
adjacent to the Kettle River. 


By memorandums dated February 1, 1952, the Bureau of Land

The accompanying order of classification includes vacant ~- 
lands draining into Blue and Herring Lakes and their outlet streams, 
Baranof Island, Alaska. 


Power Site Classification No. 221 of March 6, 1929, 
approved by the Secretary on May 14, 1929, withdrew lands below 
an elevation of 350 feet above sea level. Studies undertaken by 
the Forest Service since that date indicate that a higher dam 
might be desirable at the outlet of Blue Lake and recommend 
withdrawal of lands to an elevation of 500 feet. Available 
topographic maps of the area indicate that the storage capacity 
end drainage area of Herring Lake might be added to those of Blue 
Lake. This would be accomplished by a dam at the outlet of Blue 
Lake of sufficient height to back water over the divide separating 
the lakes and a second dam at the outlet of Herring Lake, or by 
a single dam on Medvetcha River below its junction with the outlet 
of Herring Lake. It seems advisable, therefore, to withdraw lands 
under an elevation of 500 feet above the junction described above 
and around the two lakes.

The latest proposal of the Bureau of Reclamation for the 
development of the Colorado River revises former plans for the 
reach from Lees Ferry to the mouth of Green River in a manner 
which requires classification of additional lands as potentially 
valuable power sites. In order to insure the required deliveries 
of water at Lees Ferry as the upper basin states use more and more 
water from the Colorado River upstream it is planned to construct 
a higher dam at the Glen Canyon site than any previously contem- 
plated. 


Under the revised plan Glen Canyon dam would be con- 
structed to a height sufficient to raise water to the 3,/10-foot 
elevation contour. At the present time lands downstream from the 
Dark Canyon site in Utah are reserved to the 3,600-foot contour. 
It is proposed to increase the reserved area to include lands up 
to the 3, 740-foot contour between the Dark Canyon and Glen Canyon 
sites. 


The Bureau of Reclamation, Bureau of Land Management, 
and the Bureau of Indian Affairs have stated that the proposed 
classification will not adversely affect their interests in the 
area.

The latest proposal of the Bureau of Reclamation for 
development of the Colorado River revises former plans for the 
reach from Lees Ferry to a point near the mouth of Green River. 
The new plan calls for a single dam at the Glen Canyon site to 
raise the water to the 3710-foot elevation contour. Such a dam 
would provide head for a large block of hydroelectric power, would 
store water for insuring the required deliveries at Lees Ferry, 
and would retard silting in Lake Mead. 


If built to this height the Glen Canyon reservoir will 
inundate many lands not now withdrawn for water-power purposes 
in the reach downstream from Dark Canyon, which had been con- 
sidered the upstream limits of the Glen Canyon reservoir site. 
The accompanying proposed order of classification has been pre- 
pared to withdraw the additional public lands required by the 
new plan. Lands under an elevation of 3740 feet have been in- 
eluded.
